Russo-Japanese Alliance 


May Result. 


Continuance of the War Means Rufn 


lo Both Countries—China Wants 


No Battle at Mukden. 


London Sept. 17.—From Mukden the 


'correspondent of the Daily Mail tel- 
egraphs: "On instructions from Pe- 
king the Chinese governor has made 
representations 
politely 
requesting 


both armies not to fight at Mukden 
owing to the danger of the demolition 
of sacred tombs. No response has 
been received. 


"Rich merchants here are preparing 


to escape to Sinmintin. There is a 
shortage of rice here." 


The Daily Mail's correspondent at 


Shanghai reports that the Japanese 
scheme to raise a first national army 
of men from S2 to 40 years of age. a 
majority of whom have previously 
served with the colors, will provide a 
total strength of 320.000 men, who 
Tvill be ready for service within a 
month. 


The Daily Telegraph's St. Peters- 


burg correspondent 
declares that a 


Russian statesman, whose name, if re- 
.Tealed. would wing his 
utterances 


•with lightning rapidity over the globe, 
asserted Friday that it was his im- 
pression that the war might end 
sooner than the people imagine, not 
through mediation, but through mu- 
tual recognition of the ruinous nature 
of the conflict which would lead to 
negotiations that would result in a 
Russo-Japanese alliance. He contend- 
ed, the correspondent says, that al- 
though Russia in the end would ex- 
haust and crush Japan, yet Japan 
could hold out long enough to place 
an intolerable and useless strain upon 
Russia. 
Russia, therefore, was con- 


fronted with the alternative of either 
Japan's ruin purchased by ruinous 
sacrifices, or of a treaty of cordial 
friendship, followed in the fullness of 
time by that offensive and defensive 


alliance wnieli tor years constituted 
the ideal of the Japanese government. 


Russia's Position on -Contraband. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 17.—Russia, 


in Count Lamsdorff's response to Am- 
bassador Hardinge, in principle meets 
the views of the American and British 
governments regarding foodstuffs and 
coal and other fuel as ,being condi- 
tional contraband of war, distinctly 
placing them in 'the category of arti- 
cles susceptible of uses both in war 
and peace, and as such only confis- 
cable when consigned to blockaded 
ports or destined for the military or 
naval forces of the eneaiy. Shipments 
in the ordinary course of trade by pri- 
vate persons or firms, even to an en- 
emy's port, ma}/ be considered, prima 
facie not contraband; but upon this! 
point distinct reservation is made. 
The simple fact of consignment by j 
private persons does not preclude the 
possibility that the articles are not 
ultimately destined 
for 
belligerent 


forces, and Russia insists that it be 
not necessarily regarded as conclu- 
sive evidence of the innocent charac- 
ter of the' goods. 
In other words, 


irregular ship's papers or other sus- 
picious circumstances might vitiate 
the assumption of innocent character; 
but 'where such suspicion is raised the 
burden of proof to warrant legal seiz- 
ure is to rest upon the ca'ptor. 


• -Mo¥«ments of Russian 'Creribe! s. 
Zanzibar, Sept. 17. — The Russian 


cruisers Smolensk and St. Petersburg 
haye left Dar-Es-Salani. It is believed 
they proceeded southward. The Smo- 
lensk and St. Petersburg of the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet reached Zanzibar' 
on Sept. Q and were there given the 
orders of the Russian government to 
desist from interfering with neutral 
shipping. 
Subsequently, in company 


with a German collier^ the cruisers 
proceeded to Dar-Bs-Salarn, a port 25 
miles south of Zanzibar. 


What Japanese Minister Said. 


London, Sept. 11.—Baron Hayashi, 


the Japanese minister here, was ques- 
tioned by the Pall Mall Gazette re- 
garding the alleged interview with 
him which was telegraphed to Paris 
by the London correspondent of the 
Matin. Baron Hayashi wrote out the 
following statement: "The Matin cor- 
respondent interviewed me yesterday. 
I have only told him 'Japan will fight, 
as she is compelled to do so, as long 
as Russia fights.' I have said nothing 
else." 


Threatening Kuropatkin's Flanks. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 17.—The war 


oiHce has heard the report of an ap- 
parentJapanese concentration against 
the flanks of General Kuropatkin',} 
army preparatory to an advance to- 
ward Mukden. While it is not in a 
position to absolutely confirm or deny 
the report, it wou.id surprise the war 
office should Field Marshal Oyama 
have been able in such a short time 
lo organize his forces for a serious 
advance northward. 


Lena Taken to Mare Island. 


San Francisco, Sept. 17.—The board 


of inspection appointed by Rear Ad- 
miral Goodrich has completed its in- 
spection of the Lena's boilers and ^ma- 
chinery. As their report has not yet 
been officially considered at Washing- 
ton, the findings of the engineers 
have not been made public here. The 
Lena was taken to Mare Island navy 
yard under escort of the United States 
cruiser Marblehead.

Huntville, AU., Sept. 17.—Gnarled 


by squads of militia, Thomas Riggins 
and Ben Hill were marched into the 
circuit court room and given a prelim- 
inary hearing. 
The scene was such 


as has not been witnessed here since 
the "reconstruction period." as such a 
thing as soldiers in a civil court room 
has not been seen since the days of 
the civil war. Riggins' trial will tak-j 
place Sept. 20 and Hill's Sept. 21. A 
special jury has been ordered for each 
occ>i$ion. 


Attorney Lawrence Cooper for Mr. 


Riggins created somewhat of a sensa- 
tion when, in addressing the court, he 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
act allowing soldiers in a civil court 
room. 
He 
made an impassioned 


speech against the presence of the 
militia. 


Solicitor Pettus replied to Mr. Coop- 


er with the statement that the militia 
were not aliens, hut citizens of Ala- 
bama, and sent here by their governor 
to maintain the laws of the state. 


Judge 
Speake characterized Mr. 


Cooper's speech as incendiary, and re- 
minded the attorney that what he said 
was liable to arouse the passions of 
the public. Judge Speake assumed 
responsibility for the presence of the 
militia.
